HINT SCANDAL 
IN EDEN CASE 


The specter of scandal which 
has haunted county official cir¬ 
cles for a year -hovering over the 
Eden roal oil deal and its subse¬ 
quent lawsuit—stood ready today 
to be unveiled—pre . ided parties to 
the suit want it to be. 

Closeted with Superior Judge 
Benjamin F. Warmer of San Ber¬ 
nardino for an hour and a half to¬ 
day were attorneys for the county 
and for the Eden Oil company, 
and Dr. Arnold O. Beckman, chem¬ 
ist from the California Institute 
of Technology. 

Dr. Beckman told the group 
what he found in testing samples 
of Eden oil. Whether that oil or 
the samples taken from it were 
tampered with remained a ques¬ 
tion for everyone except the judge 
and attorneys. The oil, used on 
roads, contained too much mud 
and water, it was charged. 

Strict secrecy was imposed by 
Judge Warmer pending confer¬ 
ences by the attorneys with their 
clients. It the clients wish, Dr. 
Beckman’s report may be sub¬ 
mitted verbally or in writing in 
open court—thereby clearing up 
the deep mystery. Otherwise, the 
case may be submitted to the 
court as it stands. 

Judge Warmer hinted last June, 
after he has heard testimony in 
the case here, that either the oil 
or the samples had been “doc¬ 
tored,” and appointed Dr. Beck¬ 
man as the court’s expert to 
find out.

Smothered by a three-day raio 
ing party, Orange county's million- 
dollar marble machine business 
had become extinct today as hun¬ 
dreds of devices which last week 
collected nickels at an average 
rate of nearly $5 a day remained 
hidden in operators’ basements or 
in Sheriff Logan Jackson’s private 
storeroom. 

It was the first time in history 
that an Orange county sheriff had 
blanketed every incorporated and 
unincorporated area of the county 
in a gambling cleanup. 

Sudden raids in Santa Ana and 
Orange Friday were followed over 
the week-end by check-ups in Seal 
Beach, Costa Me.sa, Sunset Beach, 
Bolsa, Huntington Beach, Newport 
Beach, Irvine, El Toro, Laguna 
Beach, San Juan Capistrano, San 
Clemente and Doheny Park. All 
marble games had been voluntarily 
taken out by operators in these 
cities, deputies reported. 

Nearly 100 assorted machiti'': 
were confi.scated during the in¬ 
clusive raids, Jackson said, hut 
several hundred others were be¬ 
lieved to have been closed volun¬ 
tarily before raiding officers ar¬ 
rived. 

Machines in popular locations 
Jackson estimated, have beer 
grossing more than .$100 a month 
Other sources set the total "lake" 
of marble games, punchboardr and 
slot machines in the county at 
more than $1,000,000 a year' 


SAN FRANCISCO, IJPI — The 
San Joaquin Valley mills are find¬ 
ing a brisk demand for cottonseed 
meal from livestock feeders, the 
federal state market service re¬ 
ported today. Most mills are sold 
out through January. Occasional 
lots for spot delivery brought $29 
a ton, an advance of $1 during 
the last week. 

Dealers reported a persistent de¬ 
mand on the valley mills as Cen¬ 
tral California feeders turned to 
this feed in place of other con¬ 
centrates selling at higher prices. 

Bay region mills offered copra 
meal at $29 to $.30, and sardine 
meal was $.34.50 to $35. 


standardization law as it pertains 
to navel oranges was launched by 
the citrus department of the Cali¬ 
fornia Farm Bureau federation’s 
region No. 1 Saturday at a pre¬ 
convention meeting in Santa Ana. 

Highlight of the session was a 
talk by R. W. Blackburn, state 
farm bureau president, who out¬ 
lined the proposed agricultural bill 
which faces this month's special 
session of congress. 

The citrus growers’ stand on 
the standardization question was 
presented by Jack Zinn, chairman 
of the Orange County Farm bu¬ 
reau’s citrus department at the 
meeting of farm leaders from the 
five Southern California counties. 
‘‘Present restrictions amount to 
confiscation of the navel crop,” 
Zinn reported in urging the 
regional farm leaders to seek re¬ 
drafting of the statute. 

A resolution asking the Califor¬ 
nia Farm Bureau federation's 
citrus department to study the law 
during the next year so a re¬ 
drafted bill can be presented at 
the 1938 farm bureau convention 
was adopted by the Southern Cali¬ 
fornia farmers. It will be pre¬ 
sented at the state-wide conclave 
in Modesto next week. 

Under the present statute, Or¬ 
ange county navels must have a 
sugar content of eight parts to 
one part of acid. The ratio north 
of the Tehachapi pa.sa is only six 
and one-half to one. as it was 
throughout the state piior to 1933. 
Citrus growers are seeking a mod¬ 
ification to seven and one-half to 
one after Jan. 15 each year. They 
have agreed to abide by the eight- 
to-one ratio during the early part 
of the sea.son, holding all imma¬ 
ture fruit until Jan. 15, but they 
claim navels will not keep much 
longer than this. 


Orange, San Clemente, 
Show October Gains 


Despite a noticeable slump in 
Southland building activity, be¬ 
lieved the result of uncertain busi¬ 
ness conditions throughout the 
country. Orange county still 
stands an excellent chance of 
ending the year with building 
totals exceeding those of 1936. 

A search of records in nine in¬ 
corporated cities revealed today 
that only two. Orange and San 
Clemente, exceeded during Octo¬ 
ber building records for the same 
month a year ago. 

All seven of the others register¬ 
ed slumps ranging from 10 to 50 
per cent. 

lO-MONTH G.MN 

However, over the first 10 
months of 1937, records showed a 
gain in every city but one, as 
compared to the first 10 months 
of 1936. The one to fail below the 
level set was Fullerton, which 
dropped almost 50 per cent. 

In Santa Ana figures for this 
October decreased to $78,017, as 
compared to a total of $97.,577 for 
the same month in 1936. The 10- 
month total here, however, aggre¬ 
gates $1,097,788, as compared to 
$958,582 for the first 10 months 
of 1936. 

Most amazing gain during the 
month of October was registered 
in San Clemente, where only $135 
worth of building permits were 
issued in October, 1936—while 
more than 10 times that amount, 
$1490, was issued during the 
month Just past, 

NINE CITIES 

Figures for the nine cities 
showed; 

Santa Ana: Oct., 1937, $78,017; 
Oct. 1936, $97,577; first 10 

months, 1937, $1,097,788; first 10 
months, 1936, $958,582.

Encouragement 

Sales of walnuts marketed by 
the California Walnut Growers as¬ 
sociation are considerably in ex¬ 
cess of those at a corresponding 
period on any season since 1932, 
it was announced today by Car¬ 
lyle Thorpe, sales manager of the 
state association. 

This, he said, is indicative of 
the fact that this season’s lower 
prices are encouraging wider dis¬ 
tribution and a greater actual de¬ 
mand on the part of the con¬ 
sumers. 

RAPID CONSUMPTION 

“The particularly bright side of 
the sales picture,” he said, “is 
that a progressively increasing 
number of customers already are 
placing replenishment orders, 
which can only be a result of 
their initial purchases having 
moved into consumption very rap¬ 
idly after arrival. 

“Although this year’s salable 
percentage, which is the amount 
that all packers can sell in the 
domestic market, will be more 
than 100,000 bags greater than 
total sales in any recent sea¬ 
son, we now feel hopeful that this 
increased quantity will be en¬ 
tirely consumed before next year’s 
crop is available.” 

MILLION B.\GS 

The crop for the Pacific coast 
is still estimated at more than a 
million bags; the salable per¬ 
centage at over 6.50,000 bags and 
the surplus at over 350,000 bags, 
'rhis is in addition to 15 or 20 
million pounds of culls and blows. 

Thorpe said the final diversion 
payment on last year’s crop may 
be expected to be received by 
growers from the walnut control 
board sometime in December of 
this year.

On motion of Deputy District 
Attorney Bob Gardner, Judge 
Morrison dismi.s.sed felony charges 
against Harper after warning him 
that “it doesn’t pay for a man of 
your age to visit other people’s 
property on Hallowe’en.” 
EXPLAINS PRANK 

It was the end of another epi¬ 
sode in the feud of the Harpers 
and the Riddles. 

“Someone broke into my chicken 
house and killed two chickens,” 
Riddle, WPA worker who lives at 


903 East St. Gertrude place, had 
charged, “and Harper was in the 
yard.” 

“But it was Hallowe’en, and I 
only intended to upset Mr. Riddle’s 
duck house,” Harper countered.

FRIENDS AGREE

Scientists Find Vitamin A 
Aid to Human Vision 


PHILADELPHIA, (JP)- Vitamin 
A, needed by the human eye to see 
in twilight, i-s also an aid to vis¬ 
ion in bright light. 

Evidence for this newly found 
“daylight” use of the vitamin 
was reported to the symposium 
on diophysics at the University 
of Pennsylvania today by Charles 
Haig, Selig Hecht and Arthur J. 
Patek, Jr., of Columbia Univer¬ 
sity. 

The value of vitamin A in poor 
light has caused it to be prescribed 
for automobile drivers troubled 
in seeing roads clearly at night. 
The vitamin stimulated the “rods,” 
nerve endings of that shape in the 


eye, which do most of the seeing 
in poor light. 

A different set of nerve end¬ 
ings called “cones” do the see¬ 
ing in bright light. The scien¬ 
tists proved by making experi¬ 
ments on persons with cirrhosis 
of the liver that the.se bright light 
nerves al.so work better with 
vitamin A. Where this disease 
existed eyesight was impaired 
both in bright light and in twi¬ 
light. 

“Huge do.se.s’’ of a concentrated 
form of vitamin A restored the 
eyesight of the liver cirrhosis 
case to normal. In this recovery 
the “cones” which see the bright 
light, were fully as much im¬ 
proved as the dark-seeing “rods.”

SHOULD BE CAREERS 

“Police work, an 1 its companion 
emergency service, fire protection, 
are today careers, or should be,” 
said Davi.s. 

“Any city should guarantee it¬ 
self the type of service that is 
produced by a well-organized 
group of trained workers who are 
ambitious to succeed and who 
know they have the opportunity to 
advance. 

“No city wants the dead, shift¬ 
less type of service from workers 
who know that the political pull 
which got them their jobs will 
keep them on it, regardless of 
slackness; nor the uneasy, worried 
worker, who never knows when a 
new political administration may 
turn him out, regardless of his 
worth. That kind of worker can’t 
concentrate on his job. 

GOING PLACES 

“A city needs the type of serv¬ 
ice given by men who know they 
are going somewhere and that it 
is squarely up to themselves 
whether they get there. That’s 
the combination that means effi¬ 
ciency, and that’s what this city 
should insure for itself. 

“But how? What inducement 
is there in Santa Ana at the pres¬ 
ent time for men to undertake 
police or fire department service 
as their life work? The answer 
clearly is ’none.’ The future of 
any man in these departments 
now is uninviting. Maybe he will 
be turned out before he gets fairly 
started. Worse than that, maybe 
he will be turned out after he has 
given the best part of his life to 
the service, has no other way to 
turn, and is unfitted to handle 
other work. 

KEEPING GOOD MEN 

“It is such a situation today 
that deprives Santa Ana of the 
assurance that the good men it has 
in the.se emergency services can be 
retained, and that when replace¬ 
ments are to be made, similarly 
able men can be obtained. 

“The only way such assurance 
ran be obtained is through civil 
service. Ever since President 
Grover Cleveland instituted federal 
civil service, that plan of employ¬ 
ment has been recognized as the 
most efficient and economical de¬ 
vised. The merit system is a 
boon to both public and employe. 
It assuredly should be included 
In the civil service plan, which I 
tnist will be approved by Santa 
Ana voters Nov. 16.”

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Oil Production 
Shows Decrease 

WASHINGTON. (AH — The bu¬ 
reau of mines reported today the 
daily average production of crude 
petroleum in September was 
3,666,000 barrels, a decrease of 
46,600 barrels below the August 
record but 21 per cent, or 633,600 
barrels above the average of 
September a year ago. 

Production in California, the 
bureau said, continued toward the 
700,000-barrel mark. 

Stocks of crude in September 
were given as 309,742,000 barrels, 
compared with 310,923,000 in Au¬ 
gust. Natural gasoline stocks de¬ 
creased from 7,041,000 barrels in 
August to 6,278,000 in September.

Because of the to us inexplic¬ 
able moves and brutalities of the 
Japanese campaign in China, a 
majority of us are pretty apt just 
now to sub.scribe with heightened 
enthusiasm to a belief that con¬ 
demns Japanese at home and 
abroad. In addition to making 
war without excuse, our dictum 
runs, they are showing themselves 
unnecessarily brutal and, likewise, 
they are unfair competitors at 
home becau.se they work their 
women and children in the fields. 

From the local viewpoint all 
this is true. But on the charge of 
working women and children in 
the fields, perhaps there is some¬ 
thing to be said on both sides. 
Certainly the charge is su.stained. 
Equally certain, the practice 
makes the Jap an unbeatable com¬ 
petitor in field work. But why 
do they do It? 

Because it is traditional? Be¬ 
cause they are an ultra-thrifty 
people? Because they know no 
better? Perhaps. But did you 
ever stop to think what else Jap 
women might find to do? 

Every high school in Orange 
county has a number of Japanese 
students, both boys and girls. 
What does the future hold for 
them? With the boys the situa¬ 
tion is not quite so bad. ITiey can 
at least follow in their father’s 
footsteps and become market 
gardners or producers of field 
crops. They can also enter some 
lines of business with a chance 
for universal patronage. 

But what of the girls? How 
many Japanese girls or young 
women have you ever seen em¬ 
ployed in industry or in office 
work ? How many business men 
would dare to hire a Japanese 
woman ? 

I am writing this not because I 
have sympathy for the Japanese 
nation in its present situation. I 
haven’t. Like almost every other 
man and woman in this country, I 
simply cannot understand the kind 
of thinking which is driving that 
nation on to what will apparently 
be its own suicide, even though 
China is defeated which, just now, 
seems improbable. 

I am writing it because I have 
been told of a Japanese girl stu¬ 
dent at the local high school who 
is right now faced with the prob¬ 
lem I have just stated. When she 
graduates from school, where can 
.she go? The answer is simple, 
concise and—to the giid, it is said 
—terrifying. She must become a 
field worker. She must go home 
and stay until she is married—or 
a hopeless old woman. She must

WASHINGTON.— Over at the 
United States maritime commis¬ 
sion. they’re using harsh words to 
describe the plight of the Amer¬ 
ican merchant marine. They’re 
saying we won’t have any mer¬ 
chant marine to speak of in five 
years’ time, if we don’t watch out. 

And that’s rather disheartening, 
because the American taxpayer 
has sunk billions in ship bottoms, 
and the merchant marine is going 
to get many more tax dollars. 

This merchant marine headache 
is as sure as death and taxes. 
’There are three reasons: 

1. Foreign powers subsidize 
their merchant fleets to keep 
them in the international race for 
trade, and to provide auxiliary 
ships for navies in wartime. 

2. Shipbuilding and operating 

costs are less n every foreign 
country than in the United States. 
(Example: In one big country, 
merchant seamen receive one-fifth 
as much pay as American sea- j 
men.) . 

3. Every nation must either 

build its own merchant fleet or 
allow foreign shipowners and 
their governments to dictate rates. 
If there were no American ships, 
nothing would permit foreign 
groups from establi.shing prohibi-1 
tive rates for carrying American : 
exports. j 


money in bonds of a special kind, 
and the unemployment money in 
any government bonds earning a 
.satisfactory rate of interest. 

In other words, he ha.s to borrow 
back the ca.sh and currency and 
turn it loo.se in the channels of in¬ 
dustry and commerce by paying 
his bills with it. In its place he 
puts the bonds, which differ from 
cash and currency primarily in 
that they draw interest for the 
reserves. 

Uncle Sam's treasury does not 
go through every step of this proc- 
e.ss to accomplish the result. It 
notes the amount of incoming tax 
money, dumps it into the general 
purse, and puts away in the re¬ 
serve funds the equivalent in 
bonds. 

When interest on the bonds is 
due, congre.ss has to appropriate 
the money to pay it just as it 
would if someone else held the 
bonds. Then the treasury u.scs the 
interest money for paying old age 
pensions, etc. 

Treasury officials say the funds 
thus are not only kept safely but 
kept increasing. They add that 
the only hazard, assuming the na¬ 
tion endures and its credit is good, 
is that some future congre.ss might 
authorize a change in the rules.

WASHINGTON. (iTl—The ad- 
vi.sory council on social security, 
examining operation of the law 
which provides for old age pen¬ 
sions and unemployment compen¬ 
sation, will learn from witnesses 
that it works something like this: 

Uncle Sam has insisted that 
John Wage-Earner and his employ¬ 
ers must lay aside money for a 
rainy day. 

He makes certain they do it by 
taxing part of the money out of 
John’s pay envelope and part out 
of his employer's till. Uncle Sam 
holds the stakes. 

There are .34,000,000 John Wage- 
Earners involved, but the council 
heard yesterday that the number 
probably will grow to 52,000 000 
by 1960. The stakes, at the pii'cs- 
ent rate of taxation, will amount 
to $47,000,000,000 by 1960. 

It would be impossible, even for 
Uncle Sam, to put that much 
money away in vaults because 
there isn’t that much money in 
the land. The total money supply 
last year, was roughly only $17,- 
400,000,000. Furthermore, that 
must keep circulating. 

But it never was intended Uncle 
Sam should .salt away the money. 
The legislation .said he must put it 
in government bonds, the pension 


! OUR STEADY DECLINE 

What do you think ? Here's the 
problem and its history, briefly: 

1. With a measure of govern¬ 
ment aid. Infant America had 
built enough bottoms to carry 90 
per cent of her cargoes by 1850, 
and the American clipper was the 
proudest merchantman afloat. 

2. Dry rot attacked the indus¬ 
try during the Civil war, and the 
Boer war found Americans traders 
helpless to meet foreign competi¬ 
tion because Americans couldn’t 
get ships to carry their goods. It 
seems Great Britain recalled all 
her bottoms for national service, 
and the result was a loss of mil¬ 
lions to Americn farmers and 
other exporters. 

3. Despite that lesson, Amer¬ 
ican ships were carrying less than 
10 per cent of the goods we .sold 
to the re.st of the world in 1910.

Exploded in Tie

University of California still 
tops the Pacific Coast conference 
and on cold dope is the best foot¬ 
ball squad in the league but head¬ 
line writers should dump such 
misnomers as “Wonder Team,” 
"Touchdown Tornado,” “Invinci¬ 
ble,” et al, back in the drawer. 

"The scoreless tie with Washing¬ 
ton Saturday against a hitherto 
unstoppable team produced the 
glaring fact that California is a 
standout gridiron creation but not 
by any stretch of the imagination 
the greatest that has been con¬ 
ceived in this or any other sector. 
NO 60-.MINUTE CLUB 
It brought to light also the fact 
that California is not a “sixty 
minute club” of first ranking. In 
previous games the Bears piled up 
their winning tallies in the first 
half after which the eleven reg¬ 
ulars loafed on the bench, some¬ 
times in an group and other times 
in twos and threes, while substi¬ 
tutes took over the burden. 

The first string varsity had to 
do full time duty against Wash¬ 
ington. Results were startling to 
say the least. The Washington 
Huskies, drilled to work through 
a complete game, outcharged, out¬ 
fought and out guessed the tiring 
Bears in the second half. 

Coach Jimmy Phelan rigged up 
a Washington defense that stopped 
the vaunted California offense in 
the pinches. The Huskies alter¬ 
nated on three different defensive 
set-ups, called by the outstanding 
lineman of the day. Center Bud 
Ericksen. The stringy pivot ace, 
roving behind the line, seemed to 
sense every California play. His 
uncanny defensive tactics tossed a 
wrench into the Bear's blocking 
machinery. 

Washington, defeated twice and 
tied once in the earlier games, had 
more scoring chances than the 
heavily favored California team.

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FUTURE GLOOMY FOR ANTI-SMUDGE LAW 


PROPOSAL IS 
OPPOSED BY 
FARM BUREAU 

Supervisors Listen to 
Organization's Views 

By FRANK ORR 

If the farm bureau dne!?n't go 
Into revenue, the county's pro¬ 
posed anti-smudge law Is deader 
than the Crusades. 

The ordinance was presented 
two weeks ago, and things looked 
bright for its enactment. It was 
based on ordinances already In ef¬ 
fect in Los Angeles, Riverside and 
San Bernardino counties, where 
little oppo.sition had reared its 
head. 

So the situation looked rosy— 
until the farm bureau spoke. And 
when R. D. Flaherty, executive 
secretary and moving light of the 
farm group, speaks - - supervisors 
always give a good imitation of 
the old phonograph-listening dog. 

POTENT FORCE 

The bureau is the most potent 
force affecting the five .supervl.sors 
since the "old guard" started get¬ 
ting swept out of the courthouse. 
Not in numbers, especially, .since 
there are only 1.340 members this 
year who have laid $10 on the 
barrelhead. 

But they have families, they 
have friends and employes, and 
they have property. Agriculture 
being the county's backbone, it 
turns out naturally that the or¬ 
ganization which claims the most 
ranchers and farmers of all types 
would be the super-backbone. 

So when the anti-smudge ordi¬ 
nance finally was brought up to 
the supervl.sors (after a farm bu¬ 
reau committee had been organ¬ 
ized for months and had not re¬ 
ported to the board) it was only 
natural that the fir.st thoughts of 
the five august representatives of 
the five county districts were: 
ANNUAL FEED 

"I..et's ask the farm bureau.” 

That has become a custom. If 
the tentative budget is fixed up in 
the .summer and has such items as 
large reserve funds in case of a 
flood or earthquake, or road items 
which would require a property 
tax, the bureau swings into action. 
Each year the supervi.sors are fed 
food by the bureau at a little 
“huddle,” then advised what the 
bureau thinks. 

This year there is a loud wailing 
from the 13 cities, which have 
been left on the stony doorstep, 
without even a speck of gasoline 
tax money as of yore. The county 
haa locked it up—almost a third of 
a million dollars- on grounds it 
can’t afford to cut the tax melon 
this year, although the cities claim 
county people pay that tax too, 
and that probably a good chunk 
of the tax is paid for city street 
travel, and certainly most of it is 
paid in city service stations. 
BUREAU TAX PROGRAM 

But the county doesn’t sec It 
that way. Coincidentally, the 
farm bureau's tax committee’s 
program for this year included an 
item of "conservation of gasoline, 
license and franchise funds" to es¬ 
tablish a reserve for road altera¬ 
tions. 

All of which is enough for a 
sample, as is the smudge stuff. 

The ordinance would bar the old 
smudge pots, as differentiated 
from orchard heaters, which not 
only sound more high-toned but 
give off less of the coughy stuff 
which makes a demure housewife 
cuss lustily at her once-white 
curtains. 

It does not discriminate directly 
against the pots, but it does bar 
heaters which give off more than

Local Bad Boys 


Bad boys are getting worse these days, even in com¬ 
paratively uplifting Orange county, where not one kid in 
a hundred is listed as a juvenile delinquent. 

• • • <?>• 

The delinquency problem is an 
expensive one—and getting more 
expensive each year because the 


cases are rapidly becoming more 
numerous. 

* * * 

Orange county's 400-odd bad 
boys cost the taxpayers an av¬ 
erage of $660 a year, reports 
Dr. Edward Lee Russell, psy¬ 
chiatrist and court official who 
examines the boys. That $660 
expenditure doesn’t count the 
damage they do, and it doesn’t 
count the future damage some 
delinquents cause when they 
grow up Into hardened criminals. 

• « « 

Technically, almost every kid 
has been a delinquent at one time 
or another, because delinquency is 
a case where some offense has 
been committed against society 
or where children aren’t amenable 
to reasonable family control. The 
kids who .swipe watermelons for 
a lark even come under the defini¬ 
tion. 

« • • 

Rut those aren’t the kids that 
bother Orange county juvenile 
court officers. They’re one of 
three types of delinquents, and 
their single delinquency is just 
a thoughtless, accidental prank. 
One. rough exi>erience Is usually 
enough to snap them out of It. 

« * • 

Moat of the county's 400 annual 
ra.sp.s are a second bunch — the 
mentally deficient ones who .sim¬ 
ply haven't enough .sound judg¬ 
ment to tell what's right. Part 
of them never will grow up men¬ 
tally, others may become plodding 
dullards who won't get into seri¬ 
ous trouble as adults. 

* • • 

But it’s the third group that 
furnishes all the troublesome 


so much carbon, which amounts 
to the same thing. 

“TOO DRASTK” 

Lots of growers even here, the 
law's proponents say, like the idea. 
Even if they have to spend 2T> or 
1.50 cents to have some pots made 
I into conformists—which they say 
can be done. 

The bureau, though, says the 
law is too drastic, and so on. 
Most of the smudge which comes 
into Orange county anyway, they 
say, drifts down from up above- 
Riverside and San Bernardino 
counties, which is where this law 
is in effect. 

Somebody is wrong. But they'll 
bet you a Steele Finley Coca-Cola 
against a John Mitchell cup of 
coffee at the courthouse that it 
won't go much deeper. 

Unless somebody .says “O. K., 
boys,” and pulls the string the 
other way, the supervisors won't 
rap out an anti-smudge ordinance.

nese only one-fifth of their share.

Dr. Russell finds that famll.v 
rondltlons have a big bearing 
on dellnqiienry. Nearly three- 
fourths of the bad boys come 
from families on relief. Par¬ 
ents of a third of the delinquents 
are separated, and one or both 
parents of another third are 

dead.

Delinquency in this county is 
greatest in the small towns of 
from 2000 to 4000 population, less 
prevalent in the rural areas, says 
Dr. Russell, who explains it’s be¬ 
cause frequently in -small towns 
kids band together into small, un- 
■supervised gangs more likely to 
get into trouble than the bigger, 
better organized rity groups which 
have well-supervised recreational 
facilities.

There arc three bo.vs to every 
two girls In Jiivei.lle court rases. 
The boys get there mostly on 
such counts as pe’ty theft, bur¬ 
glary, truancy and traffic of¬ 
fenses, while the girls are more 
likely to be iinmanagable or In¬ 
volved In shoplifting, petty theft 
or sexual offenses. The score 
on runawa.ys is about a toss-up 
between boys and girls. 

• * « 

Delinquent girls, according to 
county records, usually are men¬ 
tally retarded, rather than queer. 
Brilliant girls rarely go delinquent.

Brainy bo.vs are more likely 
to, though. Some of the cheek 
forgeries and a few of the bur¬ 
glaries that have been traced to 
juveniles would rank along with 
those of hardened criminals In 
the skill with which they were 
done.

Juvenile authorities arc ever on 
the lookout for gangs of delin¬ 
quents, and several potential ones 
have been broken up in the past 
few years. Gangs, however, are 
more apt to go in for misdemea¬ 
nors, petty theft, and less likely 
to be involved in a serious moral 
crime.

The Gypsy woman who stacks 
a black queen on a black ace and 
whispers: “Death and a dark wom¬ 
an!" She is a fortune teller. So 
is the palm reader, the phrenol¬ 
ogist, the handwriting analyist 
and the crystal ball swami. 

But down at Julia Lathrop Jun¬ 
ior High school Miss Nora Reid, a 
calm, .smiling young woman, sits 
in an office all day long and tells 
fortunes by listening to her clients 
read. 

You wouldn't think, would you, 
that becau.se you can define “or¬ 
ange” but can't define "haste" 
that Mias Reid can tell your moth¬ 
er and father are divorced ? 

Or that because you can only 
multiply up to fives and can’t read 
a paragraph through with mean¬ 
ing that you have acquired the 
wrong friends and probably are 
cutting school? 

NOT SO SIMPLE 

Perhaps it isn’t as simple as 
that—but it nearly is, the way 
Mi.ss Reid explains it. 

Of course. Miss Reid knows the 
answers and we don’t, but in three 
or four hours she can define your 
child better than you can yourself 
—and determine what to do to 
help him if he's in trouble. 

'Those tests she uses run all the 
way from copying squares on a 
piece of paper to repeating rows 
of digits backwards and telling 
just why a cat, cow and .snake are 
alike. Every que.stion your child 
fails means just that much more 
to Miss Reid. 

PRI5IARV URGES 

The first thing .she recognizes in 
every fractious child she examines 
is the fact that he, too, is dom¬ 
inated by four primary urges, and 
that in his unconscious attempts 
to gratify them he is apt to do 
almost anything, unless properly 
directed. 

For instance, the child who fails 
to gain recognition from his class¬ 
mates is apt to cut a class, break 
a window, smoke a cigarct or sass 
the teacher, in search of that rec¬ 
ognition—unless Miss Reid finds 
out the initial cause for his failure 
and corrects it before it leads him 
into trouble. 

DEVIOUS PATHS 

A child's search for new expe¬ 
rience is apt to lead him into de¬ 
vious paths—unless his learning 
and living habits are so corrected 
as to provide these new experi¬ 
ences in a normal fashion. 

The other two urges arc for se¬ 
curity and for response. Some¬ 
times they will be thwarted in va¬ 
rious ways—by a broken home, or 
by color-blindness. Miss Reid will 
find out why, and the whole school 
will pitch in and help correct the 
condition. 

Now if a child cam read cor¬ 
rectly he can learn correctly. Miss 
Reid says so. 

The problem boy who whizzed 
through the Stanford-Binet tests 
to the superior-adult class, yet had 
a queer blind spot that prevented 
him from repeating “the red-head¬ 
ed woodpeckers made a terrible 
fuss as they tried to drive the 
young away from the nest,” was 
a simple case. 

PROBLEM VANISHES 

He had never learned to remem¬ 
ber very long. His primary read-

ing habit was askelter. Once they 
would have called him lazy for not 
learning when he was so bright. 
But the psychologist went back to 
the beginning and taught him the 
fundamentals — and the problem 
boy not only learned to repeat sen¬ 
tences, but discovered himself in 
other ways as well. Then he wasn’t 
a problem boy any more. 

Children who lie, children who 
cheat, children who steal, and chil¬ 
dren who are just unhappy. Day 
after day Miss Reid probes for the 
reasons beneath their problems, 
and mostly she finds them. 

TWO THRASHED 

In two years, she will admit, 
only two children have been sent 
to corrective institutions from 
Santa Ana — and one of those 
might have been saved with more 
time. 

In five years she can only re¬ 
member two boys who have been 
thrashed by the principal — and 
when you and I went to school it 
probably was nearer two in five 
days. They’ve discovered a new 
way of righting wrong. 

And if you don't think it is 
working— 

California has the worst child 
delinquency record in the U. S.— 
but Santa Ana has one of the best. 
The work of Miss Reid and others 
like her is largely the reason.

SPIRITUAL 
ENERGY NEED 
IS OUTLINED 


The Rev. Perry F. Schrock, 
pastor of the Congregational 
church, delivered a sermon Sun¬ 
day morning on spiritual energy 
in daily life. His remarks follow 
in part: 

“Dr. Joseph Fort Newton thinks 
that for many people life is a de¬ 
flated thing, 'a thing to he en¬ 
dured rather than enjoyed.’ He 
goes on to say that fear, worry, 
loneliness and unkindness are the 
chief causes for the deflation of 
life and they make It something to 
be endured rather than enjoyed." 

Dr. Newton has also made the 
discovery that most of these un¬ 
happy people never think of re¬ 
ligion as something that can help 
them make life worth living. ‘Peo¬ 
ple today,’ says Dr. Newton, 
'do not know how to use spiritual 
energy In daily life.’ 

LEARN TO USE IT 

"Dr. Newton seems to have 
an accurate diagnosis. It Is 
quite obvious that people do not 
know how to use spiritual energy 
in their daily lives. What is one 
to do about it? If there is spiritual 
energy we ought to learn how to 
use it. I would like to suggest a 
simple and practical technic for 
using spiritual energy in life— 
daily life. 

“One reason we can’t use 
spiritual energy is because we are 
poor conductors for such energy. 
The first thing that Jesus did was 
to call on men to repent. Perhaps 
we need to repent—change our 
minds, change our attitude, change 
our spirit, quit doing that thing 
that is wrong. If we will make 
our lives good conductors of 
spiritual energy we will be ready 
to use that energy, 

PRACTICE NEEDED 

“We learn to use spiritual 
energy by using. Jesus set man at 
tasks that required spiritual 
energy. They had to put forth 
effort themselves. Frequently he 
told the helpless to get up and 
walk. When we use the energy 
it is there to be used. It won’t 
use itself. 

“The third step is learning how 
to relax, rest, gain inspiration. 
Jesus himself sought the quiet 
place for prayer. He told his de- 
clples to go into an inner room 
and shut the door. He also at¬ 
tended public worship. Public 
worship and private communion 
are necessary for us if we would 
learn the art of using spiritual 
energy in daily life.”

Cheap Books and 
Movies Hit by 
College Profs 

NEW YORK, <JP >—Two Colum¬ 
bia University Teachers college 
professors said today that if 
American adolescents read less 
“Horatio Alger and pulp magazine 
literature” they would be less dis¬ 
satisfied with life.

WASHINGTON. UP)—A white- 
haired, slightly stooped 75-year-old 
legislator, who for 36 years has 
been a key figure in some of the 
, most important battles ever fought 
in congress, girded himself today 
for another engagement in the 
coming special session. 

Senator George W. ("Uncle 
George”) Norris (Ind., Neb.), said 
he hasn’t yet decided his line of 
action to obtain passage of Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt proposal to set up 
seven regional planning author¬ 
ities. 

"I’ve been too ill these past few 
months to give it much thought,” 
he said, and as he talked, traces 
of his illness were apparent in his 
face. 

“But I regard regional planning 
as one of the most important ques¬ 
tions before congress,” he added. "I 
intend to do everything within my 
power to see that the bill passes.” 

The measure was introduced last 
session but, because of Norris’ ab¬ 
sence, action was deferred until he 
was well. The bill would create 
regional authorities empowered to 
coordinate dbvelopment of water 
power, conservation of natural re¬ 
sources, flood control and related 
problems.

In light of all the other ills we are forced to suffer, 
let us in Santa Ana thank our lucky stars we are spared 
one great distress which, just at this time, is being af¬ 
flicted upon Santa Cruz. For in that city is raging what 
might be described as a war between the sexes. Unlike 
Japan’s “cooperative” effort in China, this Santa Cruz 
war has been declared, and how! 

The young women, through the columns of the Sen¬ 
tinel, have made their belligerency public. All the eligible 
bachelors of the community constitute the foe. And the 
grievances which led up to the conflict are plainly speci¬ 
fied; the gist of these is that the Santa Cruz men are a 
lot of penny-pinchers and spoiled meanies.

Say what you will about the 
rights and wrongs of the Duke of 
Windsor's abdication and marriage 
the fact remains that he just 
doesn't know how to run his show 
when thrown on his own resources. 

Under the management of the 
British government he had a long 
and successful run as a Prince 
Charming and, in the shallow, 
newspaper sense of the term, the 
most desirable bachelor on earth. 
He had a strong personal prefer¬ 
ence for the night-club aristoc¬ 
racy of London and New York, 
and his intimate friends, judged 
by the American portion of the 
list, were a few grades below the 
standard of propriety and decency 
associated with his job. 

His father, a conscientious king, 
undoubtedly had moments when he 
would have liked to turn in his 
monkey suit, medais and crown 
and go fooling, but the old gent 
stuck it out to the end, always in 
character. His grandpa, though a 
chaser, a gambler and a bit of a 
pot, also knew what doors were 
for and, when the pressure was 
on, assumed a straight face and 
went through the laborious duties 
of being king. 

As long as he remained more or 
less biddable the present duke got 
along all right under the man¬ 
agement of the empire’s bailyhoo 
department. They knew how to 
pick spots for him, and they 
dropped him in advantageously all 
over the world, exploiting his offi¬ 
cial life and excusing his noctur- 
nai nonsense, when it had to be 
mentioned at all, as the normal 
fun of an attractive, high-spirited 
boy.

A HTIONG START 

But in the first test of his own 
showmanship and savvy .since he 
struck out as an independent, what 
did he do? He jumped right into 
Germany, of all places, to study 
housing and labor and let the 
Nazis iead him around by a nose¬ 
ring, showing off their potemkin 
stuff, and planned to jump into 
the United States next, under the 
auspices of a man who had made 
a fabulous, overnight fortune out 
of a system for speeding up labor. 
This man, Charles Bedaux, insists 
that free labor, .such as ours, is 
strong for his .system when it is 
understood and, in the lack of 
complete information, he may be 
given the benefit of a reasonable 
doubt on that score. But that 
doesn’t dispose of the fact that he 
gets his cut of every extra unit 
of production turned out by vast 
numbers of working stiffs and 
doesn’t appear in the role of la¬ 
bor’s altruistic benefactor. 

On the contrary, his castles in 
Europe and his Park avenue ad- 
dre.ss in New York instinctive¬ 
ly place him on the other side of 
the barricade and it would seem 
that anyone claiming sufficient in¬ 
telligence to set himself up as a 
new world force, or whatever it 
is that the duke now aspires to 
be, should have smelled out, at 
the outset, the unwisdom of asso¬ 
ciating himself with Charles Be¬ 
daux and spared himself the an¬ 
noyance of Bedaux's llth-hour 
withdrawal, under pressure.

WIFE TROUBLE 

Then his wife was coming home 
with enough fancy tackle to make 
the stylish Mrs. Harrison Williams 
look like a sharecropper’s old lady 
in a ragged mother Hubbard, and 
there was a distinct understanding 
that the little woman was going 
to convert this labor-and-housing 
tour into a personal social triumph 
over a lot of parasitic no-goods 
in the soda-bicarb society of Bal¬ 
timore and Washington. And

'The curiosity and snobbery 
of Americans would make an aw¬ 
ful mess of a tour conducted thus, 
but it is a little tiring to hear 
the American curiosity so loftily 
denounced, for it may be remem¬ 
bered that the English tied Lon¬ 
don into chaw-beef knots to catch 
a first glimpse of Mary Pickford 
and Douglas Fairbanks when they 
went strutting and of Charlie 
Chaplin the time he went home. 
And, as for snobbery, look who’s 
talking!

The Merry-Go-Round

(Editor's Note; The Brass Ring, ten¬ 
dered this week to Charles Bedaux. the 
man behind the scenes in the Duke of 
Windsor’s visit to America, is “good for 
one free ride on The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round.”) 


Bra-ss ring to Charles Bedaux, 
.super-salesman behind the can¬ 
celled Wind.sor visit; efficiency 
expert is distru.sted by iabor, 
scorned by high society; genius 
for proiROtion; grew wealthy on 
speed-up system for workers; 
riding to fame ever .since he 
gave Mrs. Simpson use of his 
chateau. 

WASHINGTON.—If the Duke of 
Wind.sor wanted to retain the fa¬ 
vor of labor, whose cau.se he has 
championed, or of top-notch .so¬ 
ciety. among who.se members he. 
has .so gaily whirled, he could have 
made no more unfortunate selec¬ 
tion than Charies E. Bedaux as 
patron saint and manager of his 
American tour. 

For Bedaux has the unique dis¬ 
tinction of being just as much tn 
wrong with iabor as with those 
who toil not, neither do they .spin. 
Among the latter he is scorned be¬ 
cause once he worked as a sand- 
hog under the East River. 

Among the former he l.s dis¬ 
trusted becau.se out of his expe¬ 
rience a.s a laboring man he 
evolved a speed-up system to ex¬ 
ploit his one-time friends. 

That the man who lost his 
throne partly out of sympathy for 
labor ever planned to visit the 
United States under the.se auspices 
is chiefly the result of the irresis¬ 
tible sale.smanship for which Be¬ 
daux is famous. 

It was Bedaux who, when Her¬ 
man Rogers was about to close 
his house at Cannes last year, 
promptly offered his chateau near 
Tours to the virtually exiled Wal¬ 
lis .Simp.son. 

"My wife and I,” announced Be¬ 
daux as he promptly made public 
his act of generosity, "believe that 
when two people sacrifice so much 
for love, they are entitled to the 
admiration of those who still be¬ 
lieve in this ideal. We are happy 
to have given our home in the be¬ 
lief that because of its extreme 
quietne.ss, whatever takes place 
there will be fitting to British and 
American character.” 

Ever since then Charles Bedaux 
has been riding to fame on the 
coat-tails of the Duke of Windsor. 
• • * 

BEDAUX SPEED-UP 

Bedaux now has a shooting lodge 
in Scotland, the aforementioned 
chateau in France, and jin office 
in the Chrysler building. New 
York. He has journeyed back and 
forth across the Atlantic more 
times than he can remember. 

But the first time he came to 
this country from his native 
France he had exactly $25 in his 
pocket and a past in the French 
Foreign Legion. His brother was 
a dignified mathematics profes.sor 
at the Sorbonne. 

His first work in the United 
States was digging a subway un¬ 
der the East River—from which, 
indirectly, he amas.sed a fortune. 
Noting the time wasted by the 
average laborer, Bedaux devised a 
speed-up system, perfected it at 
a chemical factory where next he 
worked, and finally persuaded the 
management of the plant to give 
it a trial. 

It clicked, and Bedaux has been 
wealthy almost ever since.

LABOR OPPOSITION 

The system, when simplified, 
consists of timing the operation of 
a certain factory worker—usually 
a fast one - and e.stablishlng the 
number of minutes needed to do 
the job. This is the standard. 
Other workers are required to 


come up to it. Workers who ex¬ 
ceed it are given a bonus. 

According to Walter Polokov of 
the American Institute of Man¬ 
agement, many companies have 
had to drop the system bccau.se 
the men could not stand the strain. 
The A. F. of L. and CIO are 
equally and emphatically oppo.scd 
to it. 

At any rate, Bedaux made mon¬ 
ey. He dre.ssed the idea up in the 
form of a novel, which he sold for 
$25. He went into factory after 
factory, making survey.s, speeding 
up production, collecting a fat fee. 

Eventually he organized his own 
Bedaux companies in London, 
Paris, Milan, Bombay, Stockholm, 
Johannesburg, Am.sterdam. New 
York and San Francisco. Further¬ 
more. as he examined companies, 
he came to know from in.side in¬ 
formation which ones had best 
prospects of high dividends. He 
invested accordingly. 

He became a millionaire. 

• « « 

EXPLORER 

The real secret of Bedaux's suc¬ 
cess has been his genius for pro¬ 
motion. Seldom docs he miss a 
good advertising trick. After he 
had amassed a fortune, he went 
in for exploring and big game 
hunting. His first venture was a 
little jaunt of 9500 miles In a mo¬ 
tor caravan across the .Sahara and 
Libyan de.serts. When he and his 
wife emerged from the desert 
fastness there were reams of pub¬ 
licity. 

Next Bedaux went into the Yu¬ 
kon, then into the Canadian Rock¬ 
ies. His wife, the former Fern 
Lombard of Grand Rapids, with 
whom, he has announced, he is 
still In love, went with him. Spring 
rains in the Rockies upset their 
last expedition, and they had to be 
rescued. 

This brings Bedaux up to the 
winter of last year when, looking 
for more worlds to conquer, he 
rented his Chateau de Cande, built 
in 1508, to Windsor. 

Bedaux is something of a Fas¬ 
cist, which doubly arouses the en¬ 
mity of labor. The visit of the 
Duke to Germany is reported to 
have been inspired in part by hl.s 
host. 

In the United States, according 
to Bedaux’s spokesman, the Wind¬ 
sors had planned to visit every 
Important industrial center, in 
each of which Bedaux’s advertis¬ 
ing representative, Arthur Kud- 
ner, Inc., expected to publicize the 
visit and al.so, perhaps, the gen¬ 
tleman who planned it.

DANGEROUS DRUGS 

But for the merest chance, the 
Federal Food and Drug adminis¬ 
tration would have been without 
legal authority to trace and seize 
shipments of the medical prepara¬ 
tion which is blamed for the deaths 
of nine per.sons in Tulsa, Okla., and 
of five others in East St. Louis, Ill. 

The manufacturer of this prod¬ 
uct labeled it an "Elixir." By 
strict definition, it is not an elixir, 
because the drug it contains is not 
dissolved in alcohol. The FFDA, 
therefore, is able to proceed 
against it only on the technical and 
trivial charge of mi.sbranding. If 
the manufacturer had labeled the 
preparation .something el.se, accu¬ 
rately de.scriblng it, the federal 
agency would have had no right 
to act. 

Obviously. It seems to us, W. G. 
Campbell, chief of the FFDA, is 
correct in .saying that the govern¬ 
ment should have more power to 
control the distribution of highly 
potent drugs which may be sold to 
persons who take them without 
competent medical advice.—San 
Francisco News.
